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DPC hears 
about laity 
and health

CARLSBAD — A wide range of topics 
— from the synod on the laity to Youth 
Day ’86 — filled the agenda for last 
Saturday’s Diocesan Pastoral Council 
meeting in St. Patrick parish hall, 
Carlsbad. 

Copies of the diocesan summary report 
detailing responses of local lay 
consultations in preparation for Synod 
*87 were distributed at the meeting. The 
information was compiled by Sister Joan 
Kobe, DW, diocesan consultant for adult 
catechesis, who collaborated with the 
DPC on the consultation process. 

The report reveals a lack of 
understanding on many levels, Sister 
Kobe told the 22 DPC members present, 
noting respondents’ ‘‘strong request’’ for 
lay-clergy collaboration. 

This call for collaboration was echoed 
at the Feb. 6-8 regional conference in 
Burlingame, according to San Diego’s 
diocesan representatives at that meeting, 
Kathryn Willetts and Jack Beckman. 
They gave a summary report of the 
regional conference to DPC members. 
(See story, page 7.) 

Bishop Leo T. Maher opened the 
meeting of the DPC, an advisory body to 
him, by speaking about health care, a 
subject discussed at the bishops’ 
workshop he attended last week in Dallas, 
Texas. 


He highlighted the moral dilemma for 
Catholics caused by the AIDS epidemic, a 
sexually transmitted disease. Sixty-six 
percent of AIDS victims are 
homosexuals, he noted. 

Care must be taken to avoid condoning 
sin and self-righteousness when dealing 
with AIDS patients. ‘‘Every ailing person 
deserves positive health care,’’ he said. 

He acknowledged recent negative 
publicity about Pope John Paul II’s visit 
to the United States this September. The 
purpose of the visit is seen in its theme, 
“Unity in the Work of Service.’’ It will 
draw attention to Christ’s message and 
stress the unity of the Catholic: Church 
worldwide, Bishop Maher said. 

DPC members also heard reports on 
Youth Day ’86 from the program’s 
coordinator, Mary Ellen Pitard, and two

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+ St. Clare’s homes give single mothers new start

ESCONDIDO — Where can you find 
a place designed to save lives, restore life 
and strengthen women to reshape their 
lives? 

At St. Clare’s homes. 

Here mothers with children and single 
pregnant women live from a few days to 
two months after their baby is born. They 
are referred by some 30 local agencies, 
said Sister Claire Frawley, executive dir- 
ector of St. Clare’s Home, a nondenom- 


inational agency that operates the 
residences. 
The five-bedroom, three-bathroom 


home on Rohn Road nestles amid 1 1/2 
acres of lawn, shrubs and citrus trees. It is 
a modern, suburban middle-class home 
— complete with handmade Afghans on 
the beds. 

‘‘The home atmosphere motivates the 
women to improve their standard of liv- 
ing,’’ the director said. 

“Tt has been my source of emotional 
and financial support,’’ said LuAnn Wal- 
ler, who has resided here with her 
9-month-old daughter Jennie since 
October. 

The carpeted four-bedroom St. Clare’s 
residence on Montamar Road has been 
home to 18-year-old Robin Hastings for 
three weeks. The pregnant woman had 
lived in four North County shelters since 
September. When her first child Cassy 
was born 14 months ago, she lived at the 
Door of Hope Home in San Diego. 

‘This place gives me a chance to help 
myself,’’ Hastings said while changing 
Cassy’s diapers. 

Her goals? Earn a high school diploma 
from Sims Continuation School and at- 
tend a junior college to prepare for a 
court-reporting career. AFDC funds will 
support her family during this time, she 
said. ‘‘But it will be hard with a second 
one on the way.” 

At St. Clare’s home on Begonia Street 
last week, four smiling tots left the life- 
size stuffed dog in the enclosed patio to

greet Sister Frawley with a hug. Then 
2-year-old pigtailed Tica rolled a minia- 
ture basketball across the concrete floor 
toward her mother, a native of Panama. 


Source of hope 

The homes bring healing and hope to 
the residents, many of.them battered and 
abused since childhood, Sister Frawley 
said. 

Such was Paula’s (pseudonym) back- 
ground. The homeless 28-year-old could 
trace her cocaine addiction to her parents’ 
chemical dependency. She and her five 
children had been sleeping at nights on an 
office floor. 

During her two-month stay at St. 
Clare’s home, she recovered from her ad- 
diction through drug rehabilitation coun- 
seling and attended Palomar College. She 
now wants to start a homemaker’s bus- 
iness, Sister Frawley said.

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“The homes’ structured crisis inter- 
vention program aims to break the cycle 
of abuse’’ often perpetuated in families 
from one generation to the next, the dir- 
ector explained. 

A professional counselor who supervis- 
es each home offers group therapy and in- 
dividual counseling: 

The supervisor assigns them responsi- 
bilities geared to develop skills for inde- 
pendent living. Chores include menu 
planning, shopping, preparing meals, 
housecleaning and yard work. 

Volunteers teach the women nutrition 
and parenting skills. Instruction in prena- 
tal care is also given. 

Residents are required to seek employ- 
ment or participate in job training pro- 
grams, such as those offered by communi- 
ty colleges and adult education classes, 
Sister Frawley explained. 

House rules call for reporting in and 


out and forbid the use of drugs and 


liquor. 

The homes offer an alternative to abor- 
tion and will not accept women who want 
one. Of the 300 women sheltered there 
the past three years, the director said she 
knows of only one who had an abortion. 

About 10 have had their children 
adopted. ‘‘Most want to keep their ba- 
bies. I see a measure of self-esteem devel- 
oping after childbirth. The new mothers 
feel needed. Many had never experienced 
real love,’’ Sister Frawley said. 


Community effort 

Many view St. Clare’s homes as a life- 
giving gift to the women, their children 
and to North County. 

Who are the donors? 

The first was Sister Frawley, Suna of 
the program. She was a youth minister at 
St. Mary Church, Escondido, when a 
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homeless, pregnant mother of two chil- 
dren came to the church for help. Abor- 
tion and suicide seemed her only 
alternatives. 2 

The local shelters were closed, so the 
nun took her home for the weekend and 
influenced her to carry her baby to term. 

After that incident in 1980, Sister 
Frawley felt called to a ministry for single 
and unwed mothers. Three years later St. 
Clare’s Home, Inc. was a reality. | 

“‘We started with two women and two 
babies in a furnished home we rented on 
San Pasqual Valley Road.’’ The residents 
paid rent according to their means, the 
director said. 

The following year she moved the oper- 
ation into a split-level rented residence on 
Hale Street. Six mattresses were hauled 
into the home — the only furnishings the 
agency owned. The next month the home 
was completely furnished for 12 residents 
through donations. 

“The response from the community 
has been overwhelming,’’ Sister Frawley 
said. 

At present, St. Clare’s homes can ac- 
commodate 40 women and children in 
three buildings. 

The agency rents one home, leases an- 
other from the City of Escondido and 
owns a third. The latter two were fi- 
nanced by state and federal funds. 
Monthly operating costs of some $8,000 
are met through donations of churches, 
organizations, service clubs and 
individuals, 

The St. Vincent de Paul Society of the 
Catholic churches in Escondido and Ran- 
cho Bernardo contribute regularly, as well 
as women’s groups in Protestant church- 
es. Annual fund-raising raffles also help 
defray expenses, Sister Frawley 
explained. 

Countless hours of service have been 
contributed for the project. The director 
and supervisors did not receive a salary 
until last September. 

St. Clare’s homes are unique in North 
County; maternity homes here do not ac- 
cept children, Sister Frawley said. 

But the need far exceeds available 
space. ‘‘We could take in 70 women and 


’ children if we had the facilities,’’ the nun 


said. She hopes to open a fourth home 
and day-care facility this year. 

Also on the horizon is the formation of 
an auxiliary with five committees to pro- 
vide support services. 

Sister Frawley crusades for her cause as 
a speaker at numerous service clubs. ‘‘We 
must become part of the solution to the 
‘problems of society — pornography, child 
abuse, substance abuse, the lack of family 
support systems,”’’ she tells these groups.

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Catholic press just his type 


February has traditionally been Catholic Press Month, 
a time when we try to extend the apostolate of Catholic 
journalism. 

You would not be reading this now if you did not 
appreciate the importance of the Catholic press. We read 
it because we want to have our faith nourished, our 
spiritual life strengthened and our charity challenged. We 
read it because, as Catholics and Americans, we are also 
interested in whatever affects our beloved country — 
politically, economically and socially. Religion goes far 
beyond the religious. Charity covers a multitude of 
interests. | 

Locally, the revitalization of the Southern Cross has been 
of great interest to us. Once again we have a Catholic 
newspaper that not only has award-winning possibilities 
but is vitally interested in the Catholic life of our 
community. Everyone loves a winner. 

The newspaper has a very important apostolate. It 
helps the bishop extend his teaching mission in his 
diocese. He is the chief teacher of the faith in the church of 
San Diego. Through the Southern Cross he can come into 
our homes and proclaim the Good News for us. 

The paper also helps us keep in touch with the church 
in the United States. It helps us look at our society 
through Catholic eyes. Whether the question is abortion, _ 
the death penalty, the huge federal debt or the immense 
trade imbalance, we as Catholics are affected by it. We 
may agonize over the plight of the street people, the 
victims of AIDS or the bankruptcy of a great political 
party. As Catholics, we must be concerned. 

Some things are matters of church doctrine; others may 
be a matter of partisan opinion. In these matters, the 
Catholic press follows the advice of Cardinal Newman: in 
dogma unity, in opinion diversity, in all things charity. 
Don’t forget this last vital thought when you write letters 
to the editor. 

The Catholic press goes well beyond the local press. In 


A theologian’s 


Many believe that Karl Rahner (1904-1984) was the 
best Catholic theologian of this century. Without 
question, he was one of the most influential. He grew up 
in a customary Catholic family in southern Germany. He 
did the customary formation in becoming a Jesuit and a 
priest. The rest of his life, however, was distinctly 
uncustomary. 

Rahner had to survive the years of Nazism and Hitler. 
He had just begun his teaching career at the University of 
Innsbruck in Austria when the Nazis occupied Austria 
and suppressed the university’s faculty. Forbidden to stay 
in Tyrol, Karl went to Vienna under Cardinal Innitzer’s 
protection. There he taught as best he could under the 
circumstances and also travelled through Nazi Germany 
giving lectures and workshops to various audiences. As 
the war ended, he went to rural southern Germany to do 
parish work. 

When the Jesuits opened their theology faculties in 
Munich and Innsbruck, he was recalled to these faculties 
and resumed his teaching career. Throughout the rest of 
his life Rahner was ill at ease with his own personal 
response as well as that of the whole German Church to 
Nazism. He was not so romantic and utopian that he 
thought that all Christians should have perceived the true 
nature of Nazism and risen up against it. But neither was 
he so self-righteous and elitist that he was secretly pleased 
that the whole Church had not done better. He just, 
honest to God, did not know what to make of it, clearly 
aware that the response should have been better, but 
wondering how much one can expect and demand of 
people in very trying circumstances. 

Soon after the war, Rahner’s fame began to grow. At 
Innsbruck his classes were the traditional courses on God 
the Creator and Elevator, Grace, and the sacrament of 
Penance. But there and everywhere he lectured on the 
whole gamut of theology. He was extraordinarily familiar 
with the theological tradition of the Church and was 
equally exercised by the need to make this tradition

Msgr. Weber has produced a work that is a tribute to 
his lifelong service to the history of the church in 
California. Any college, university or public library that 
makes any pretense at covering the history of our state 
will have the complete set.

available to the modern world. His constant question was, 
‘‘How can I explain this to the man in the street?’’ He 
was: a workhorse, and his lectures and writings were 
prodigious. 

During his life and career Rahner was unjustly and 
unfortunately accused of being disloyal and heretical. He 
was regularly denounced to Rome by one of his fellow 
Innsbruck Jesuits. This harassment, also by Roman 
ecclesiastical bureaucrats, eventually ended when he 
became a peritus, an expert advisor, to German bishops 
and then to the Vatican Council II itself, by appointment 
of John XIII and Paul VI. With a straight face Cardinal 
Ottaviani had the gall to tell Rahner that the pre- 
censorship of his writings was done by the Romans for his 
protection. Rahner’s laconic reply was that he thought 
that he could survive very well without this kind of 
protection and that he would prefer to take care of 
himself. 

His influence at the Council was enormous, even in the 
judgment of his critics and enemies. One even went so far 
as to write that ‘“Rahner — and the European alliance — 
had won by a margin of 17 votes. The Rhine had begun to 
flow into the Tiber.’’ 

For all the excitement of his era, Rahner described his 
life as ordinary, routine, ‘‘even characterized by a certain 
monotony.’’ But it was not dull, and those of us 
privileged to have studied under him appreciated not only 
his knowledge, but also the enthusiasm he so obviously 
brought to his job as theologian and teacher. Great 
affirmation came to him not only from scholars and 
churchmen; but also from the ‘‘common people’’ he was 
always ready to help.

Catholic newspapers run free help wanted ads

WASHINGTON — In a region where the farm crisis 
and changing industries have left large numbers of 
persons unemployed, several Midwest Catholic 
newspapers have begun offering free want ads for the 
unemployed. 

An offer by The Catholic Times, newspaper of the 
Diocese of Columbus, Ohio, to run such ads brought a 
‘*phenomenal’’ response, said John Vellani, the paper’s 
business manager. The newspaper ran a full tabloid page 
of the free ads Jan. 25. 

Similar success was reported in the three northern Ohio 
dioceses. of Toledo, Cleveland and. Youngstown, whose 
diocesan newspapers are published by the Cleveland Press 
Union consortium. 

The Columbus program, called ‘‘Make ’87 Work,”’ 
began in January and was to continue through February, 
months estimated by state officials to have the highest 
rates of unemployment. 

Vellani said the ads caught on quickly. The 
newspaper’s Jan. 9 edition ran three job offers and six or 


CPA head says press 
should meet challenges

ROCKVILLE CENTRE, N.Y. — Catholic 
journalists imitate their patron St. Francis de Sales when 
they report on the church’s ‘‘efforts, struggles and pains, 
as well as its moments of grace,’’ said the president of the 
Catholic Press Association. 

The president, Albina Aspell, editor of The Catholic 
Post, newspaper of the Diocese of Peoria, IIl., made the 
comment in a statement for Catholic Press Month, 
celebrated each February. 

The statement was-circulated by the Rockville Centre- 
based press group. 

Aspell recalled the saint’s caution to journalists ‘‘to 
keep in mind the age in which one writes’’ and said the 
Catholic press in current society must ‘‘acknowledge the 
fast-changing challenges and responsibilities that covering 
the life of our church in our present age presents.’ 

“*The Catholic Church today is a global parish and it is 
our Big Story, the story of Jesus’ people carrying his love 
and message into the third millenium,’’ she added. 

The editorial also quoted from a century-old prayer to 
the saint by an unidentified English vicar which Aspell 
cited as evidence that some concerns of journalists may be 
timeless. 

The prayer asked God for ‘‘more of thy critical spirit’’ 
for journalists and less of it for readers. It also asked that 
journalists receive the courage ‘‘to write as we think’’ and 
that readers ‘‘think as they read.”’ 

The Catholic Press Month statement also took note of 
Pope John Paul II’s visit to the United States next 
September and next October’s world Synod of Bishops in 
Rome on the role of the laity in church and society. 

Aspell said the prospect of a pope flying around the 
world would have been inconceivable to St. Francis de 
Sales. The synod, she added, also ‘‘will make headlines 
undreamed of in Francis’ time’’ and will mark ‘‘an 
evolution in the role of lay men and women in a‘church 
already far different from the one (Francis) knew.”’ 


seven ads by unemployed persons seeking work, he said. 
By two weeks later, the Jan. 25 edition ran 25 job offers 
and 100 ads from the unemployed. 

Among the job seekers were social workers, factory 
workers, a computer programmer, a chauffeur and a 
woman looking for yard work. 

The Columbus program offered free three-line 
classified ads to the unemployed and four-line classifieds 
to church-related institutions offering jobs. Each job offer 
was scheduled to run in three consecutive issues. Each 
job-seeking ad was to run in two consecutive issues. 

The similar four-month program in the three northern 
Ohio newspapers — Cleveland’s Catholic Universe Bulletin, 
Toledo’s. Catholic Chronicle and Youngstown’s Catholic 
Exponent — led to publication of about 2,000 free classified 
ads. 

John Maslanka, coordinator of the program for the 
three papers, which have a total circulation of about 
130,000, said that the Cleveland newspaper ran over 
1,000 ads, the Youngstown newspaper over 350, and the 
Toledo newspaper over 400. 

The consortium program was aided by a local bank, 
which subsidized ads and paid for printing and 
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distribution of posters to publicize the program in 
churches, interfaith centers, libraries and other public 
places, Maslanka said. 

No figures were available as to how many ad takers 
found jobs, but Maslanka said the Cleveland newspaper 
recently ran a story of a man and a woman who found 
work in a residential program for physically and mentally 
handcapped persons. 

Another Ohio diocesan newspaper, the Steubenville 
Register, also offered free classified ads. The idea also 
spread to upstate New York, where The Catholic Sun, 
newspaper of the Syracuse diocese, said it would publish 
the ads throughout 1987. 

In Indiana, the Gary diocesan newspaper began.a free 
classifieds program for the unemployed in August. Brian 
Olszewski, managing editor of the paper, the Northwest 
Indiana Catholic, said some of the unemployed asked that 
their ads be repeated after they had run the promised 
three consecutive weeks.

SAN DIEGO — Over 200 local Laotians gathered at 
St. Rita Church Feb. 11-15 for their second annual 
mission. 

It was conducted by Father Peter Tran, Father Louis 
Leduc, MEP, and Sister Alice Thepouthay, SCSJA. This 
team ministers to Laotians throughout the United States; 
last year they traveled to 22 cities. 

Father Tran, who is based at the Indochinese Catholic 
Center in Chicago, reports to the office of Pastoral Care. 
of Migrants and Refugees, a branch of the U.S. bishops’ 
committee on migration and tourism. 

Sister Thepouthay is a religious education coordinator 
and social worker at St. Michael Church, Milwaukee. 
Father Leduc coordinates the Laotian Pastoral Center in 
Fort Worth, Texas. 

The -mission’s purpose was threefold: to renew the La- 
otians’ faith, assess their sacramental needs and identify 
their pastoral and community problems, Father Tran 
said. 


Three evening sessions focused on the theme, incorpor- 
ation into the local church. 

Father Leduc said he stressed that ‘‘as members of the 
Mystical Body of Christ, they have rights and responsibil- 
ities in the church.’’ He encouraged the assembly to de- 
velop a sense of belonging in the church, even though lit- 
urgies are not celebrated in their language. He also ex- 
plained the types and methods of prayer. 


Father Tran spoke on the sacraments, ways of develop- © 


ing a personal relationship with God and the importance 
of attending religious education classes. 

Sister Thepouthay prepared the liturgies and counseled 
some of the participants. 

During the closing liturgy, Father Tran urged the as- 
sembly to nourish the faith they received at Baptism. 
“Being a Catholic means having an internal gift that 
should be manifested in our homes and in the market- 
place,’’ he said. 


He urged them to resist the material enticements other 
religions offer to recruit members. 

Throughout the week the team met with individuals to 
discuss their pastoral needs. Later they discussed these 
problems with groups of parents and young adults. 

They also met with Msgr. Francis Pattison, pastor, and 
Patricia Lawrence, parish religious coordinator. 

Father Tran reflected on the results of the mission. 

Participants experienced ‘‘the presence of the church 
and expressed their concerns,’’ Father Tran said. Howey- 
er, he noted several obstacles that impede sustaining their 
faith.

The priest cited their preoccupation with economic sur- 
vival, lethargy caused by estrangement in this country 
and a lack of unity among the 300 Catholic immigrants 
resulting from distances between their homes. 

The absence of Laotian clergy in the diocese threatens 
their faith life, Father Tran said. English liturgies have 
little meaning for the adults, most of whom have been in 
San Diego only five or six years. 

Father Peter Phavasiri from Oakland, the only Laotian 
priest in the United States, celebrates liturgies for San 
Diego Laotians a few times a year, Father Tran said. 

A minority attend religious education classes because 
there is only one trained Laotian catechist in San Diego, 
Khampa Prakousohn. The need for Laotian catechists 
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celebrating the Laotian culture. The event was part of 
a five-day mission for Laotians of the diocese. 


trained in their language is critical, he said. 

Father Tran expressed little optimism about overcom- 
ing these obstacles. ‘‘All we can do is encourage the La- 
otian leaders,’’ he said. 

Father Leduc suggested celebrating a monthly liturgy 
for the community, with the readings and singing done in 
their native language. 

Only four priests, including Father Tran and Father 
Leduc, minister to Laotians in this country. 

Three Laotian Sisters live in the United States, and two 
natives are studying in a minor seminary in Chicago. 

There has always been a scarcity of religious vocations 
in Laos where Buddhism is the predominant religion, 
Father Tran said.

CARLSBAD — ‘“‘Consult the faithful 
because the Spirit resides in all of us’’ was 
a key message that emerged at the 
regional conference in preparation for the 
synod on the laity held two weeks ago in 
Burlingame, Calif., said Kathryn 
Willetts, a diocesan representative at that 
meeting.

Liturgical artist creates 
right setting for jubilee

Theresa Whitcomb, the liturgical 
designer who is coordinating the visual 
elements of the Jubilee Mass to be 
celebrated at St. Joseph Cathedral April 
5, has a personal interest in creating just 
the right setting that day. She remembers 
when the diocese was ‘“‘born’’ 50 years ago. 

“T was just a small girl then, but I 
remember it very distinctly,’ the 
University of San. Diego art professor 
recalled in a recent interview with the 
Southern Cross. Whitcomb is one of the first 
two graduates of the San Diego College 
for Women, part of the university 
established by the diocese’s first bishop, 
Charles Buddy. 

Now director of institutional design at 
USD, Whitcomb is also one of a handful 
of liturgical designers around the country 
who specialize in creating the proper 


environment of celebration and 
& “@ prayerfulness in church interiors. 
She has supervised the interior 


™ 


renovation of at least a dozen churches in 
the San Diego area, including Mission 
Basilica San Diego de Alcala, Santa 
Sophia, Founders Chapel on the USD 
campus, St. Rita, St. Patrick and her 
current project, Guardian Angels. 

The jubilee, celebrating the diocese’s 
50th anniversary and the 25th 
anniversary of the episcopal appointment 
of Bishop Leo T. Maher, is her first 
project for the.diocese. 

In creating an appropriate setting for 
the Jubilee Mass, Whitcomb said her goal 
is to create a setting that is supportive and 
edifying without distracting from the 
liturgy. She plans to utilize colored silk 
banners above the congregation; She 
won’t say which colors because she wants 
“*to save a few surprises for that day.”’ 

Because the floor space will need to 


accomodate the 300 clergy who will be 
participating in the liturgy, Whitcomb 
will avoid the use of flowers around the 
altar. ‘They will only block people’s view 
of what is going on.’’ Instead she has 
ordered a bank of native greenery for use 
behind the altar to create a forest-like 
environment. Native pine, live oak and 
eucalyptus will be used. 

Whitcomb said working in_ the 
cathedral was a challenge because the 
current color scheme — tan and brown 
with red and black carpeting — is 
“extremely base and hardly joyous.”’ 
Those colors have nothing to do with the 
church’s Spanish baroque architecture, 
she added. ‘‘The challenge is how to 
spiritualize this extremely debasing color 
palette. 

Whitcomb is also responsible for the 
design of the vestments to be worn by the 
30 bishops who will be present. The 
vestments are being designed and made 
by Hope Hanafin, a_ professional 
theatrical designer in New York who is 
donating her work. Hanafin has a masters 
in fine arts degree from New York 
University and an undergraduate degree 
in religious studies from Santa Clara 
University. 

The vestments will be made of silk 
purchased in India from a Hindu who has 
provided the fabric at a special rate 
“‘because he respects our celebration,”’ 
Whitcomb said. Four deacons will wear 
the same vestments as the bishops while 
the priests of the diocese will wear 
matching stoles featuring embroidery in 
the shape of a Spanish baroque cross. 

Whitcomb has been working on the 
jubilee steering committee since last June. 
She is confident that the environment 
created that day will be tasteful and 
memorable. ‘‘It will support the 
celebration and edify those who 
participate in it. That’s my goal.”’

capacity crowd of 3,000 is expected for 
the event.

group,’ she said. 

Lay consultation responses ‘‘reflect an 
eagerness on the part of American 
Catholic lay people to shoulder a greater 
share of responsibility for the mission of 
the church in the world, a desire to be 
trusted with that responsibility, and the 
willingness to become prepared for it,”’ 
Willetts said. 

“This and other opportunities to 
consult with the clergy are eagerly 
embraced, but a sense of urgency was 
expressed for the realization of a 
collaborative decision-making and 
implementation process,’’ she said. 

One of the speakers at the regional 
gathering was Bishop Ricardo Ramirez of 
Las Cruces, N.M., who is a second 
bishop alternate to the synod on the laity. 

He told participants that U.S. bishops 
can be responsive to the needs of the laity 
in this country, regardless of the Ma 
outcome. 

Prior to the opening of the synod, U. S. 
bishops will receive the imstrumentum 
laboris, a document containing results of 
lay consultations nationwide. 

Every bishop will be asked to respond 
to this report and can consult with the 
laity: on his response, Willetts said. 

‘All of us, both lay and clergy, left with 
the hope that all the bishops would 
encourage some form of consultation with 
the laity as part of their preparation for 


formulating their response’? to the 
document, she added. 
Willetts and Beckman told DPC 


members that they are available to give

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Despite AIDS, 
couple weds 
at cathedral 


NEW YORK — A New York couple 
got their Valentine’s Day wedding in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral after arrangements 
had been canceled — then rescheduled — 
because the husband has AIDS. 

David and Maria Hefner were married 
Feb. 14 at the main altar of St. Patrick’s. 
Carmelite Father Gerald McGovern, 
pastor of their parish, handled the 
preparation and officiated at the 
ceremony. 

Cardinal John O’Connor of New York 
attended the wedding and gave the couple 
his blessing. Concerning his role in 
making the event. possible, the cardinal 
only commented, ‘‘I facilitated it.’’ 

Though weakened by AIDS, Hefner, 
38, was able to stand for his vows and to 
walk from the cathedral afterward. ‘‘I 
don’t have the words to say how happy 
and blessed I feel,’’ he told reporters. 

His wife, who is 33 and has tested 
negative for AIDS, commented, ‘‘I’m 
very happy and grateful.’’ They met 
when she was his customer at a beauty 

parlor. He has said he probably got AIDS 
from an earlier homosexual relationship. 

Initial arrangements for the wedding 
made with a cathedral priest were 

_ canceled when the rector, Msgr. James F. 
Rigney, learned that Hefner had AIDS. 
He referred them to their own parish. 

The couple took their story to the press. 
Cardinal O’Connor said he would review 
the case and, if church requirements were 
met, permit the cathedral marriage and 
attend it personally. Arrangements 
included having the couple prepared for 
marriage in their local parish, Our Lady 
of the Scapular. 

Hefner, a Protestant, and his wife, a 
Catholic from Brazil, were married in a 
civil ceremony in 1984. But she had 
always wanted a wedding at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral.

Church must teach 
‘no-fault morality’ 


DALLAS — In dealing with AIDS and 
other ‘‘behavior-dependent’’ diseases, 
the Catholic Church ‘‘must teach and 
instruct that no-fault morality does not 
work in medicine or morals,’’ U.S. 
bishops were told Feb. 12. Msgr. William 
B. Smith, a moral theologian and 
academic dean of St. Joseph’s Seminary 
in Yonkers, N.Y., made the comments to 
about 150 bishops from the United States, 
Mexico and the Antilles 
attending a weeklong medical-morals 
workshop in Dallas. Msgr. Smith was one 
of two speakers who presented a lecture 
on ‘‘AIDS — A Public Health Dilemma’’ 
during the workshop, sponsored by the 
Pope John XXIII Medical-Moral 
Research and Education Center based in 
Braintree, Mass.

Marital Secrets 
Intimacy takes time to develop, even in a marriage. In the best 
marriages, this is an on-going project. Intimacy does not just occur, nor 
should it, all at once. As spouses share experiences and get to know each 
other, they often feel more comfortable and trusting. 


Of course, if there is little sharing in the relationship, there is apt to be 


distrust. Sometimes spouses have had negative experiences in their families 

or with former partners that make them particularly uneasy about intimacy. 
If your partner is uneasy about closeness, it can only make matters worse to insist that he 
or she share thoughts. Try not to take that need for privacy too personally. 


All spouses feel the need to keep secrets at times. One partner may fear rejection for 
saying some particular thing or may fear a particular judgment. Sometimes partners 
believe a secret is necessary to spare a spouse unnecessary pain. There are no rules about 
secrets. Couples share as much as they are able to. But for the most part, the fewer secrets 
they have, the closer they will feel to each other.

The ‘responsibility’ is ours

NEW YORK — In case you haven’t 
been watching, television entertainment 
has gradually taken on the role of 
surrogate parent, father confessor and 
health advisor. 


Children across the land are being 
taught, if not the facts of life, at least what 
to do to avoid them. 


A case in point was the ‘‘Valerie’’ 
episode of Feb. 8, in which teen-agers 
were urged to be “‘responsible’’ about 


sex. The -program’s concept of 
‘‘responsibility’’ was the use of 
contraceptives. 


With a million teen-age pregnancies 
each year, the subject is of major concern 
to society. Social issues have been fair 
game for sitcoms ever since Archie 
Bunker became America’s favorite bigot 
and Maude got an abortion. 

What was new about the ‘‘Valerie”’ 
episode was that it went beyond the use of 
current code phrases for contraception, 
such as ‘‘responsible’’ or ‘‘safe’’ sex. For 
the first time, perhaps, the word

“‘condom’’ was used in prime time. 

For many, the program was 
objectionable. For all of its talk about 
responsibility, the program suggested that 
there was nothing wrong with premarital 
sex ‘‘in the right relationship.’’ 

Granted, this view of sexual morality 
has currency among many adults today, 
and is often reflected in prime-time TV 
programing, but its expression on a 
“family show’’ is not going to help 
youngsters clarify: their ideas about their 
relationships with the opposite sex. 

The program ended, of course, on the 
side of the angels, with the young boy 
deciding not to have sex with the teen-age 
girl who, in effect, had seduced him. It 
was another example of last-minute 
morality that in no way makes up for the 
damage done in. the preceding 28 
minutes. 

Making the girl the aggressor, by the 
way, probably added further fuel to the 
parents’ ire. The result was a show that 
cheapened the concept of romance and 
further confused the distinction between 
love and sex. 

The program received more attention 
in the press than might otherwise have 
been anticipated because of the present 


lobbying effort on the part of Planned 
Parenthood and similar organizations to 
force the networks to carry contraceptive 
advertising. 

What a Catholic parent must conclude 
from all this is that television is presenting 
younger members of the family with 
objectionable values. : 

There is nothing particularly new 
about this; secular society and its values 
have never exactly paralleled Catholic 
morality. But there is no question that 
some television. programs - exploit 
sexuality in questionable, if not 
objectionable, ways. Given the state of 
contemporary society, it is a problem that 
will not go away in the foreseeable future. 

The solution is the time-honored one of 
parents knowing what their children are 
watching and talking to them about what 
they have learned from their viewing. 
When television first appeared in 
American homes after World War II; it 
was thought it would bring families 
together. That didn’t happen, but it is 
more important than ever that television 
become a family activity in Catholic 
homes.

‘Mission’ 
eligible for 
7 Oscars

BEVERLY HILLS: ‘'Tke 
Mission,’’ a film about 18th-century~” 
Jesuit missionaries and their work in 
South America, has been nominated for 
seven Academy Awards, including 
picture of the year for 1986. 

The nominations were announced Feb. 
11. Oscars will be presented for the 59th 
time in April. 

The Warner Brothers movie, produced 
by Fernando Ghia and David Puttnam 
and directed by Roland Joffe, stars 
Jeremy Irons and Robert DeNiro as 
Jesuits ordered by the Vatican to abandon 
their Indian mission when its. lands are 
taken over by Portugal. 

After the Jesuits on the mission refuse 
to leave, they are killed in a battle 
between the Indians and Portuguese 
troops. 

In addition to being nominated for best 
film, the movie also was nominated for 
Oscars in art direction, cinematography, 
costume design, directing, film editing’ 
and original score. 

Only the movies ‘‘Platoon’’ and 
“Room With a View,’’ both of which 
received eight nominations, are eligible to 
win more awards. 

When it opened last fall, ‘“The 
Mission’’ was given an A-3 rating by the 
U.S. Catholic Conference Department of 
Communications. The USCC said it 
contained historical flaws and omissions. 

Jesuit Father Daniel Berrigan, the anti- 
war activist who had a small part in the 
film and was a consultant to the project, 
later said the film was accurate despite 


* putting 150 years of history into two 


hours. 


“It’s fiction based on fact,’’ Father 
Berrigan said. “‘The Jesuits are 
portrayed accurately. There’s not a 
mean-spirited or narrow line in the whole 
thing. They lived that way. They loved 
the Indians very dearly.’’ 


Father Berrigan said the cardinal who 
delivered the Vatican order to abandon 
the mission ‘‘was a very wonderful and 
principled man, but he was trapped. He 
chose an awful way out to avoid a worse 
one.”’ 


The Motion Picture Association of . 
America rated ‘‘The Mission’? PG-13, 
because of the violence depicted, but in 
many parts of the country the film has 
been recommended by Catholic groups 
attempting to illustrate the challenges and

Verdugo, la coordinadora del proyecto 
diocesano para legalizar personas 
indocumentadas, ya esta diseminando la 
informacién que tiene sobre el plan. 

Verdugo se ha reunido con muchos 
trabajadores indocumentados y sus jefes 
para explicar el Acto de Inmigracién y 
Control de 1986 que entrard en vigor el 5 
de mayo. 

“*Estamos dandoles la informacién que 
tenemos ahora.

Southern Cross 


IMPERIAL BEACH — A Catholic 
convent, once home to some 20 Sisters of 
Mercy, is now serving a new function. 

The 25-bedroom convent has been 
converted into a retreat center. 

Built in the 1950s, St. Charles Convent 
housed Sisters who served the parish and 
taught in the parish ‘school. ‘‘As late as 
1975 the convent.had 20 Sisters residing 
there. A year ago it had only three,”’ said 
Chris Roberts, who has coordinated the 

-. convent’s transition. 

According to Father Patrick 
Mullarkey, pastor, the parish had been 
considering closing the convent for two 
years because of the dwindling number of 
Sisters. After working out an agreement 
with the Sisters of Mercy, the parish 
began exercising its options last June. 

A house across the~street from St. 
Charles Church was rented in June for 
the two Sisters who occupied the convent. 

Several groups looked into leasing the 

convent, including a naval clinic and 
Catholic Family Services, said Father 
Mullarkey. After months of discussion, 
the parish chose to turn the facility into a 
retreat center. 
_ This decision was influenced by 
coordinators of Engaged Encounter (EE), 
a diocesan marriage preparation 
program. Engaged Encounter 
coordinators found out about the facility 
and made a commitment to hold many 
weekend retreats there. 

Before opening a retreat center, the 
parish installed a’ new water heater, 
painted the interior and exterior and 
repaired the plumbing. New twin beds

and blankets were purchased for the 
rooms. 

The retreat center features a parlor, 
kitchen and dining room, a conference 
room, chapel, and a courtyard that 
includes a swimming pool. 

Engaged Encounter team couple Jess 
and Lona Vance, who presented an EE 
retreat at the center last weekend, said the 
complex provides much more privacy 
than the facility formerly used.

Catholic Community Services (CCS), 
which is administering the amnesty 
project, will have the legalization packets 
prepared by the end of this month, she 
added. These will contain enrollment 
cards and instructions on documentation 
needed to prove residency. 

Under the immigration law passed last 
October by Congress, undocumented 
persons who have lived continuously in 

= the United States since Jan. 1, 1982, will 
be eligible for temporary or permanent 
resident status. 

Agricultural workers who have been in 
this country for 90 days between May: 
1985 and May 1986 are also eligible for 
amnesty, Verdugo explained. 

The coordinator expects registration to 
begin by mid-March. She is contacting 


parishes that will 
legalization effort. 

Undocumented ‘“‘people are very wary 
and are afraid to come forward’’ to take 
part in the legalization drive, she said. To 
combat this fear, Verdugo said she is 
willing to give presentations wherever 
these people are, ‘‘even in the fields.’’ 

Advertisements detailing the amnesty 
program will soon be aired on nearby 
Spanish-language radio and TV stations, 
she said. 

Once the registration process begins all 
types of volunteers will be needed — 
clerks, receptionists and persons with 
legal expertise. ‘‘Any amount of 
volunteer time would be helpful, even 
four or five hours a week,’’ she said.

The facility is open during the week to 
any organization interested in private 
retreats, said Roberts. ‘‘We are providing 
meals for large groups, and the smaller 
groups will prepare their own meals in the

kitchen.’ 

In one respect the convent Is a 
microcosm of the church, in transition 
and adapting to contemporary needs. 
Roberts said she is glad the facility is 
again contributing to the spiritual 


nourishment of those who reside there, 


even if it is only for a day or two. 


“It’s not just sitting there and 
deteriorating,’’ she said. ‘‘It’s a nice asset 
to the whole church complex.”’ 

She regretted that the Sisters never had 
the benefit of using the refurbished 
facility, adding that prior to repairs, the 
lighting inside was poor.
